Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 2-8, 12-14 and 17-21 in the 
reply filed on 1/25/10 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
examiner has not established that a restriction requirement is warranted. Applicants 
argue that the common core is carbamate, and not the ring. This is not found 
persuasive because carbamate can have other utility also, for example, as intermediate. 
It is clear that the ring being so many different groups, common core is lacking.
